strips, bordering some rivulet or larger 
stream coming down from the peak?. 
These streams are fed by the melting 
snowa in summer; and although the 
water is generally exceedingly cold, it 
answers very well for irrig iting the hot, 
black soils of the valleys, a> rains can 
not be depended upon to supply the 
requisite amount of moUture necessary 
for producing any kind of farm or gar- 
den crop, in some of tlie valleys ex- 
cellent wheat can be grown, but the 
most common and profitable crops are 
oats, millet or hay, potatoes, and nearly 
all kinds of gaiden vegetables, with the 
exception of those rcquiiing a long 
season and great heat. 
Everywhere m 


the mountains and valleys tlie nights 
are cool; consequently there are few 
localities where any except the earliest 
•varieties of corn succeed, or tomatoes 
and melons will ripen; but peas, beets, 
carrots, and all the varieties of cabbages 
and cauliflowers, grow to a large size, 
and are of excellent quality. All of the 
cabbage tribe of plants appear to find a 
most congenial soil ami climate in the 
valleys of the Hocky Mountains. 


The extreme fertility of the soil of the 


valleys and the absence of noxious 
weeds have a tendency to make the 
ranchmen indolent and careless of all 
things pertaining to the cultivation and 
care of crops. 
Wo have known men 


residing on the plains to go into some 
canyon in the 
spring, 
plow np the 


virgin soil near a brook, plant a lew 
acres of potatoes, fix a ditch to supply 
the plants with a little extra moisture, 
and then return home, never visiting the 
spot again until digging time in thefall. 
If everything goes well, an excellent 
crop and a large yield will be secured, 
but it does not seem to disturb the ranch- 
man's peace of mind if he fails in this 
kind of farming three years out of four. 
The quality of the potatoes raised in 
these elevated regions is generally ex- 
cellent, and much superior to those 
raised on thu plains or rich prairie soils 
at a lower altitude, and they always 
command a ready sale and good prices 
in the mining camps scattered over a 
region of country several thousand miles 
in'extent. 


An Eastern farmer would consider the 


prices obtained by the ranchmen suffi- 
ciently high to be quite remunerative, 
especially when so little labor is expend- 
edto produce a crop; but high prices 
and the great yield do not appear to be 
a sufficient stimulus to these mountain- 
eers to make them extend their planta- 
tions or exert themselves to give their 
crops better care. 
Perhaps there is 


something in the climate which is de- 
pressing to one's spirits, or nature is too 
prodigal in her gifts, but whatever may 
be the cause, it is certain that the West- 
ern ranchmen are about as indolent and

The Pour Comets of the year. 


Allmni/ Arum 


In plain fact, there have been bu 


four comets seen thus far in 1882 
The iirst celestial vagrant of th 
year was discovered by Mr. Wells 
of the Dudley Observatory, March 
17 and for a long time it monopoliz- 
ed the attention of astronomers in 
both the old and new world, owing 
to its unique features. 
Although the 


period of the Wells comet has not yet 
been fully calculated, enough is 
known to show that the comet will 
not return to view under 1000 years. 
Tbo second, comet of tho year was 
soon but once, and then for only a 
short time by tho astronomers who 
were observing the sun's eclipse from 
Egypt last spring. 
It was described 


in a brief dispatch which noted the 
success of the observations of the 
eclipse as "a fine, bright comet close 
to thp sun an.4 astronomers fora long 
timo watched for its appearance, on 
tho supposition that it would bo vis- 
ible on its return from poriholion,but 
without success.

Pick without bruising. 
Store with- 


out bruising. Store without frosting. 
Keep in bulk with a free circulation 
of air and as cool as possible without 
freezing. 
Some would say keep in 


dry air. This is a mistake.

have seen hundreds of bushels kept 
in bins holding 200 and 300 bushels 
in a cellar where tho water was six 
inches deep on the bottom. 
The ap- 


ples were kept up on blocks and not 
stirred from the time, they were put 
in until April, and when taken out 
were perfectly, sound and covered 
with au oily coating; the variety was 
Rhode Island Greenings. 
The less 


apples are stirred the better when 
well picked aud carefully stored.

She had no marks save a few

She appeared conscious when picked 
np, but went into a swoon immedi- 
ately after, and has since died.

appears the children wandered from 
their homes, only about fifty yards 
from the track, aad, crawling under 
the fence, got onto tho railroad. The 
parents, hearing the alarm signals 
of the train, and noticing tho ab- 
sence of their children, rushed out, 
and were witnesses of the horrible 
spectacle of the tiain rushing over 
their little ones.

five weeks as, if continued during the 
year, will secure his promotion to a higher 
class in June. On the other hand, if his 
average is below 70 you may take it as a 
sure indication that there is danger that 
he will not pass. Of course, there is yet 
time to make up for any partial failures, 
but the point I wish to impress upon you 
is that now is the time to do whatever 
should be done. An examination will be 
held in some study each month during 
the year. The teachers meet with me 
once a mouth to arrange the work for 
each class in the schools. Upon this 
work, I base the questions for the exam- 
inations. A few of the questions refer to 
topics that have been reviewed but most 
of them refer directly to the work that has 
been done in the class within three months. 
The results of these examinations, togeth- 
er with the daily record of recitations and 
deportment, will determine whether or 
not the pupil will be promoted at the 
close of the year. For the past two years 
pupils who have received high averages 
in these monthly examinations have been 
promoted without any special examina- 
tion at the end of the year. In June last, 
it was announced that the pupils who had 
obtained an average of 80 or over during 
the year would be honorably promoted 
without further examination. This was 
an experiment, but, so far as I can now 
judge of its results, it was a successful 
one. I cannot promise that the required 
average at the end of this year will Ixi as 
low as 80, but it will not be over 90. This 
applies to the examinations for admission 
to the High School as well as to the pro- 
motions in the ward schools. 


In arranging the' lessons for eacli class 


from mouth to month, we are endeavor- 
ing to cut out all unrrofitable work. 
Nothing will be required which is not be- 
lieved to be important. Special attention 
is given to overwork. We try to adapt 
the requirements to the capacity und 
strength of average pupils. Having thus 
carefully mapped out the Winl,, \<m will 
excuse us if we insist upon tin- pupils 
mastering it.

The State Taxes. 


In pursuance of law Auditor Suigeit 


has certified to the county clerks of the 
state the rates of state tax for extension 
against the equalised assessment, of all 
property iu tuoh county for the year 
1882. These rates aie computed by as- 
certaining the amount of revenue re- 
quired to be rawed during the jear and 
the rate which will produce thot amount 
upon the equalized valuation of the 
property of the state. For this year the 
rates are as follows: For general state 
purposes, '2 1-10 mills on each dollar, or 
21 cents on each 8T(N) valuation of taxa- 
ble property; for school purposes, 1 4-10 
mills on each dollar, or 11 cents on each 
$100; for state military fund, 1-10 of one 
mill on each dollar, or one cent on each 
$100. These rates aggregate 3 G-10 mills 
on each dollai, or 36'cents on each &100 
valuation of taxable properly. Last year 
the total rate was 48 cents on the 8100, 
divided HS follows: General state pur- 
poses, 35 cents; state school purposes, 
12 ceuts; state military fund, one cent, 
This year the assessed valuation of the 
taxable property of the state is substan- 
tially the same as it was last year, and 
yet there has been the very substantial 
reduction of 12 cents made on the rate of 
last year, a reduction amounting to one- 
fourth of the rate for 1881. So large a 
redaction in the rate of state taxes will be 
bailed with general satisfaction by the 
people of the state.
